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The Strike That Failed 

In support of U.M.W.A. dicta- 
torship in the Edmonton coal field 
the idea is being circulated that 
whe coal supply of the district is 
short, and that local suffering 
must ensue. No doubt that was the 
idea of the organization. But it 
hasn’t worked out. The Edmon- 
ton field exports the greater part 
of its output to outside points. 
Naturally when there is a shortage 
such as has been created by the 
order of Messrs, Sherman, Ryan 
and Peacock, the home demand is 
met first. The mines have been 
producing more heavily than those 
philanthropists anticipated, and 
production is increasing day by 
day. So far they have not yet got 
control of the railways. Even if 
sub-normal production and in- 
tensely cold weather created a 
local shortage all demands could 
be met from other mines or mine 
districts. Of course the U.M.W.A. 
might order the miners in those 
districts to strike if coal were sent 
to Edmonton. In that case it may 
be assumed that the authorities 
both provincial and federal would 
become cognizant of the facts of 
the case and take the active meas- 
ures that they should be taking 
now to decide who has a right to 
live in this country and who has 
not. 


The New Dominion 

The necessary Dill has been 
passed at Westminster and signed 
by the King, and the Irish Free 
State is legally and officially es- 
dablished as a self-governing Domn- 
jnion in the British Empire. The 
provisional machinery that was 
set up to carry on administration 
in accord with the terms of the 
treaty thus becomes the perman- 
ent authority of the land, and the 
new political unit assumes res- 
ponsibility for its own internal af- 
fairs. 

It is notable that the measure 
creating the new state went 
through parliament without a 
division, though also withoat 
much enthusiasm. That for the 
obvious reason that there was 
nothing else in sight that did not 
look worse. Members of either 
house did not conceal suspicion 
that the legislation may be the 
thin edge of wedge which separa- 
tionists will try to use to split the 
southern part of the western isl- 
and away from British connection. 
But they did not venture to oppose 
the bill or try to defeat it, despite 
the misgivings. It was plainly a 
choice between passing the bilb 
and plunging again énto war with 
southern Ireland; and however 
blood-thirsty Mr. De Valera may 
think them, the people of England 
and Scotland have no notion of he- 
ing again drawn into that. 

It has been frequently declared 
by leaders in British public life 
that if Irishmen could agree 
among themselves what kind of 
home rule they wanted, short of 
solute separation, they could 
it and weleome. The event 
irms the view. Even. those 
TrisAmen who reside in southern 
Ireland are a long way ‘from being 
ngreed among themselves as to 
what sort of home rule they want; 
but a substantial majority of them 
have undertaken to carry on with. 
in the lines of a definite guarantce 
that connection with the Empire 
will be retained, Parliament went 
more than half way and passed the 
bill. What probably seemed most 
important to the members was 
that an opportunity had at last 
presented itself for kicking the 
Irish question out of England, and 
that it should not be missed. As 
for waging war upon the people of 
the Free State in order to prevent 
them having the self-government 
provided for in the treaty—no- 
body even proposed it. However 
glad the majority of Free Staters 
nay be that they have the priv:

State. Their present Government 
represents the unquestioned ma- 
jority of the Free Staters, but it is 
being fought by the rebels as re- 
lentlessly as both the ‘‘dissidents’’ 
and the present ministers formerly 
fought the British officials and 
troops. a4 

Whatever happens, the destiny 
of the Free State is in the hands of 
its own people. The Dominion 
status offers them all the scope 
they need or could have for work- 
ing out a prosperous and content- 
ed future. If it continues to be a 
“‘distressful country’’ that will at 
least be no fault of out-siders. If 
there is still fighting to be done :t 
will be between Irishmen and 
Trishmen, not between Irishmen 
and their neighbors across the 
water; and to achieve in reality 
that self-government to which 
they are admitted to be entitled 
and for which they have received 
the assent of the final authority. 
Canada, which also began its life 
as a self-dependent country under 
conditions of racial strife, will 
hope that the people of the Free 
State may work out for themselves 
as happy a lot as the people of 
this Dominion have found. 


The Main Issue.

that can be held up at every turn 
by an obstructive faction is not 
the kind of administration a city 
needs when it is in the position of 
Edmonton at the present time. 
The one reason advanced for pro- 
portional allocation of votes is the 
sufficient reason why the taxpay- 
ers should turn it down and stand 
by the principle that the majority 
must rule. 


An Unfortunate Development. 

It ia still true that figures can- 
not lie, but some of the figures em- 
anating from the city hall in the 
eourse of the campaign do not sub- 
stantiate that maxim.

Gome have been trapping on 
Indian hunting trails, while yet oth- 
ers have taken muskrats and other 
fur bearers before the season was 
legally open, consequently the police 
dog trains have been busy mushing all 
over the delta country and the jus- 
tioes of the peace at Chipewyan have 
been correspondingly busy. 

Iu addition the bootleggers who 
have been supplying the Indians with 
“firewater” have been attended to; 
this evil haa been stamped out, says 
Colonel Cornwall, and many of the 
‘iiteit menufacturing fraternity have 
taken to “the tall timber.” 

Next season a detachment of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted police will 
be established at Chipewyan, and with 
the advent of the ‘Guardians of the 
North” the inhabitants of the rock- 
bound post fee! that the Indians wil! 
receive more protection. The con- 
gsensue of opinion in the delta coun- 
oe fe that the rival claims of the 
white trappers and the Indians should 
be eettied before the advent of an- 
other ¢rapping season, otherwise the 
production of fur will diminish and 
consequently the whole north country 
fand monton) will suffer. In 
general the snowfall in the north is 
heavy and indications are that the 
fur catch will be good.
